HORATIO WINSLOW SEVMOULR.

Not many years ngo Ioratio Winslow
Seymour bugan to be spoken of as one of
the promising youny Journalists of Mil
wattlee,  In 1875 o reccived the nppoin-
ment of telegraph editor of tho Chicago
Times, wnld nolittle later all the newspHLper
world, as well as the rewlers of The Tines,
were Lunghing or wonderiug at the st
tling headlines over its news colunss,
Thers was an unfailing variety about
them,  Some wers poctieal, some were
daring to the verco of irreverence, nnid
now and then one excited o storm of wrath,
but all weroe atteactive, M, Seymour
then gained and still retains the ik of
greatest writer of headlines in Amerlen.

He was born July 29, 1554, in Cayuga
county, N. Y., and when nine years olil be-
came n resident of Racine, Wis, There he
mastered the prioter's trade, and in 1
heeaima eity wditor of the Milwaukee Ne
Thenee he went to the Chicngo Tiunes, in
I8T5, und thenee, in 18589, to The llerald,
That paper was just then tuking ity pho
nomenal forward movemon In 1857 it
ranked bigh, and Mr, Seymour wis made
mannging editor, after which it secined o
fssuine patirally and ot onee the pusition
of the great Demoeratie journal of the
narthwest.

Charles G, Seymonr, brother of Horatio
W., thongh nowso widely known, is eeunlly
successful ns sportiong cditor of 1o Hoer-
aled, aned §8 Gne of the mitional gutlioripjes
on basehall,  Ineidentally it may he added
that he is one of the organizers of thosonme
whnt celebrated Whiteehapel elul, whose
unennny cororionies make the superstition:
grieve, thoush they moke others Lo,
The sueeess of these two, as well as thint of
The Herald, mny e setdown as mong the
most interesting datn of conteniporiry

g Desplte Rank and Disoase,
te Lord Essex, says the London
Worlld, was for many years an alimoss cun
Stapt sufierer from the most  terribie
paroxysins of tie, which were supposed to
have originated in o blow on the henrd, nud
persistently deficd the nid of surgieal sei
enee. 1o bore Lthis exernelating puin with
Leroie fortitude during half bis life, and
never lost the kindliness of disposition
which distinguishied him when n promi-
nent member of the Uxbridge bouseset, in
the days of the first Lord Anglesey, Lis
maternnl unele.

During the eroquet eraze of twenty
yoiurs ngo he made many thousands  of
pounds out of wallets ho invented, and
wiien Lis eyesizhe was fuiling Lo desiguel
a light open hearse, or rather Lier, on
wheels, which he kept in one of his coach-
hion b Cussiobury, and often showed
to visitors, It wos used, for the sccoml
time, ut his funcral, and the coffln ftsels
was ade of open trellis work, necording
to n skoteh he bod onee drawin, Lond
Essex hud been practieally blind for some
yeurs, but he rotained nomarvelous sense
of locality, and could aet ns eleerons in
every part of Lis house,

Two Michigon Judges,

Judge Willinm Newton, of Flint, Mich,,
the Demoeratic nomines for jnstice of the
supreme eourt, is sixty-two venwrs old. Ho
wits horn in Ladtimore, wis bronzhe up on
a farmn, went to Michignn in 1848, studied
luw after living two years on o farm in
Ondelund eounty and wus admitted to prie-
tice in Wayne county. In 1852 he took un
overland teip to Californin amd returned n
year hiter,  In 1808 he was nominated for

and six years luter
was agnin elested
by a still larger
plurality.

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A SCHOOL HOUSE PLAN.

Hoanting and Vontlinting Facilities Aro
Carefuily Coosldored.

The fathers and mothers of children pay
vory little attention to the manoer in
which their offspring is tnught; to the
capabilitics of the tenchers, vheir genoral
chinructer or anything which affects the
muntal or phiysical welfars of the scholary,
T'ho public pays very little nttention to the
Lind of buildings, the mauner in which
Lhey are earcd for, the way fu whieh thuy
aro heated, ventilatod or anything else con-
neeted with that which affeets the genorul
well heing of the pupil. This §s o lemen-
Lable fact. About all that taxpayers know
of sehool builidings is that they pay their
taxes, and generally as Hitle of thut as

Possible,

Herewith aro presented o seliool house
plan and nostory that may redound to the
benefit of the public and the pupil. A
Loz part of the life of ehildven s spent in
the schoolroom.  Their Léalth and well
being are affeeted thersby. Nono of us
who stay about ofllees, work in fields or
do Louschold work is ns uncomfort-
ably surrounded ns the very lirgo pro-
portion of children who are oceupiced in
sehoolrooms,  In hardly any other walk of
life are people subjected to the influences
of crowded rooms without ventilation, nud
it is rare that they arve subjected to the
influences of being crowded Lo this extent

under other eircumstances, to say nothing

of ventilation. The particular matter of
ventilution waus eonsilered in anotlher iy
ticle. It wns stated that pure wir, the
chenpest thing that there is nround us, is
the one Lhidugz that is the iost often denied
us in school buildings, and the means of
securing a sullicient guantity of pure air
warined to the proper Lempernture in win-
ter time was ontlined, It was nlso stuted
that tho various companies that nre manu-
facturing apparatus for this purpose nre
not mouopolies any more than pure sl
is n monopoly, aml that ot a voery slicli
expense over amnd above the cost of Lewt-
ing such o building  would supply o
quantity of winter pirwirmed to summer
temperature, nod at the ssome time provide
menns of exbausting the foul wir from te
room,  Thoere sre no patents on such ap-
paeratus, wnd wherever there is a public in

terest in such things proper veotilation
for school buildings may Le scenod.

One resson why sehool ehildren are nis-
lected in the wnitter of  comforts which
propecly belong to them is that those who
are providing for them undertake to huild
montments for themselves, Tu the cnse of
a large sehool  buildine—the Lig brick
Beliool howse in o laree town or eity—thepe
are towers, dormer windows, fininls, lnrge
quantitics of cut rtonework, gables, pinng-
eles, hdeorles and otlor details whieh do
not contribute to the comfort aor conven
fenes of thoe occupants of school buildings,
All of these things may not exist in w sin
gl echool house.  Muny of them or some
of thom nenrly always and unnecesssrils
exist in buildings of the elnss namel, The
writer doss not mean to sugpest that
school builidines be made ugly, or that
evorything which goes fnto them shoulil
be plain or eommon, Far from it They
should be substantil, in gool proportion,
good workmaunship and gowd outline. If a
tower is newded fue any parpose, put it on,
Levit be simple avd substantial, Gioaud
propartion in o toweror udiding or in nny
detnil of n building eosts 1o more than o
poor proportion,

T tho plan which is here given thesaeis
first n vestibule, on cnch side a elonk ruDIt,
and buek of the eloakvomngs mid vestiliale
are sehoolrooms. Biek of the sehonl rooms
isafuel room, In which are placod nfurnace
and ventilating apparatus, There is noth-
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ing in this plan for mere appearance. The
vestibule extends out bevond the elonk:
rooms in orler to give proper size, This
muakes nn agreealle ontline for the plan.
Likewize thie fuel room extends ek of 11
sehoolroom, aud in Lrineing it 1np ine:
neetion with the room iv also adds int

to the rear elevation of the building and in
that way ndds to the general attrmetivie
ness.  IHere we have taken the patuiad
construetive features, and by theip nid have
brotight abont a building which in elovi
tion waorks np in a presentable manner. |
fadesirable that the windows ina clondi-
room e placed high enougli up =0 that
the ehililren may liave g suflicieney of
wall spaee on which o hang theip 1
aml wraps, We take advantage of

architecturally to add to the appoar:
of the building. A band comes under
neath the windows, aod immediately on
this are placed tho side casings, The win
dows leading into the side vestibule npe
made to line in the same way, aud 1l
transom is shown over she door. The
transom bar is made to project over the
outside easing, and altogether by the
simple requirements of the plan a very o
tistic effect is secured. Over the vestibuly
isn gable. It is proper the gablo should
bb placed there. The entrance to ti
building is oue of the most important
features econnectad with it, and naturally
rome interest must be attached. It is doue,
with only a slight expense, in supplying o
gable and litle window to ventilate Ul
attio ovar the vestibule. The small tower
is needed in buildings of this Rind, and in
this Instance 1t is made very simple, i it
is hoped a pleasant outline that will wil
to the artistic value of the building, Al
togethor {u is expected that this will mal
n school building whicl®would subseryve t
the comfort and conveniense of the p
md teacher in n district which required
only two schioolrooma,

The tem-
perature continues low in New Englaud
and New York, where frosts oceurred
this morning, and it is warmer in the
upper like regions and in the upper Mix
sissippi valley. Generally fair weather
will continue throughont the centrul
valleys and in the districts on the At-
lantic coust, with warmer southwester-
ly winds from Virginia, northward to
New England.”
